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Students support 
Sir George strike

Students at Sir George Williams 
University are giving their support 
to striking library workers, as the 
full strike at Sir George entered its 
second day. 

Students have set up an infor- 
mation booth where "Support 
Library Workers" buttons arc 
being sold to raise funds, and pe- 
titions and literature are being 
passed out. Some students have 
even joined the workers' picket 
line. 



An official strike-support com- 
mittee of students decided to direct 
its efforts to informing the student 
population and the university com- 
munity as a whole about workers' 
grievances. 

The English department, whose 
activities have been disrupted by 
library closure, is thinking of con- 
verting classes into study groups to 
discuss the strike. 

Non-academic workers have also 
expressed their sympathy with the 
library workers. 



A new proposed constitution for 
the Students' Society has been 
drawn up by a newly formed group, 
called the Committee for a New 
Constitution. 

The committee plans to call for 
an open meeting of the Students' 
Society for Thursday, October 11 
to discuss the constitution. To hold 
such a meeting, the committee 
must gather 300 signatures and 
present them to the Students' So- 
ciety president. 

A spokesman for the committee 
said the new constitution has been 
proposed because of shortcomings 
in the old one. 

'The old constitution is poorly 
written and occasionally vague or 
misleading." he said. "The 
structure it provides for the 
Students' Society are totally 
inadequate, given the needs of 
students in McGill today. 

"One area of great concern is the 
lack of proportional representation 
on Students' Council. For example, 
graduate students and arts and 
science students make up over 60 
percent of the student population,

Morgenthaler trial opens

Today marks the third day in the 
most recent battle between Dr. 
Henry Morgcntaler and the federal 
courts over abortion. 

Morgcntaler was arrested last 
August 15 and charged with per- 
forming six illegal abortions. 
Before that, he had already been 
before the courts for three years on 
abortion charges. 

The Committee for the Defence 
of Dr. Morgcntaler appeared in full 
force Monday morning, forming a 
picket line of 150 people in front of 
the Palais de Justice. Seventy 
members of the Right to Life As- 
sociation and the Mouvement Na- 



tionaliste Sociale, two anti-abor- 
tion groups, showed up to oppose 
Morgcntaler. 

In the trial Monday, Morgcn- 
taler's lawyer, Claude-Armand 
Shcppard, challenged the prefer- 
red indictment brought against 
Morgcntaler. The indictment al- 
lowed the prosecution to bring 
Morgcntaler to trial without first 
going through a preliminary hear- 
ing. Shcppard was overruled. 

Shcppard also asked for separate 
trials on the six charges laid. The 
separate trials were granted. 

Another demonstration in sup- 
port of Morgcntaler took place in 
front of the Palais dc Justice Mon- 



day at 5 p.m. Among the 200 de- 
monstrators were Lise Payette, 
television personality; Dr. Yvan 
Macchabce, himself facing a charge 
for performing an illegal abortion; 
Eleanor Pclrine, author of 
Abortion in Canada; and a group of 
20 women from Ottawa. 

Yesterday, the defence announ- 
ced that it will not argue whether 
Morgcntaler is guilty of perfor- 
ming the illegal abortions, but will 
instead base the case on the con- 
stitutional right of a woman to have 
an abortion. 

The trial continues today at the 
Palais dc Justice.

but have less than 30 percent 
representation on Council. 

"Another weakness of the 
present constitution is the lack of 
any provision for impeachment. 
The proposed constitution deals 
fully with these and other 
problems." 

"The new constitution has been 
drawn up with an emphasis on 
serving the current needs of the 
McGill community," the spokes- 
man said. 

It is based on both the 
constitution now in force and the 
constitution passed by the 
Students' Society but rejected by 
Senate in 1969. It also takes into 
account recommendations made by 
the Constitutional Committee of 
the Students' Society,' which met in 
1972. 

* One of the major changes 
proposed in the new constitution is 
a greater emphasis on representa- 
tion by population. Both graduate 
students and arts and science 
students will have additional seats 
on Council; But no group will lose 
any. as the number of Council 
members will be increased. 

Under the new constitution, two 
representatives will be added to 
the Students' Council: the 
president of the ISA and a 
representative from the McGill 
residences. They .will have full 
debating privileges, but will not be 
allowed to vote. 

The new constitution has an 
article on fees, providing for an 
escalator, which will increase fees 
each year in proportion to the 
increased cost of living. This 
clause, the committee spokesman 
said, is meant to ensure that the 
revenue of the Students' Society 
will maintain its real value. 

The new constitution would 
create two new positions in the 
Students' Society apart from new 
Student Councillors. It also would 
redefine and change the roles of 
some existing offices. 

A new position — vice-president 



(university affairs) — is proposed 
in the new constitution. The 
vice-president would "be respons- 
ible to the Students' Council for 
relations with McGill University 
and for the educational affairs of 
the Students' Society." The 
committee spokesman said such a 
post is needed to reflect the greater 
emphasis put on academic matters 
by members of the . Students' 
Society in recent years. 

The new office of speaker is also 
proposed. The speaker would 
"preside at all meetings of the 
Students' Society and of the 
Students' Council." The speaker 
would have no vote, as the position 
is meant to be that of an impartial 
supervisor or chairman. 

The position of speaker, said the 
spokesman, will free the president 
from the restraints of being 
chairman at meetings. The 
president would thus be allowed to 
participate in debate and take 
sides. 

The new constitution would 
allow for the impeachment of any 
elected officer of the Students' 
Society. To impeach an officer, a 
special open meeting of the 
Students' Society could be called if 
1.000 signatures were obtained on 
a petition. Six hundred students 
would have to attend the 
impeachment meeting to make its 
decision binding. An officer would 
be removed from office if 
two-thirds of those attending the 
meeting voted to do so. 

There are slight changes in the 
terms of office of the executive. 
Under the proposed constitution, 
the president and the vice-presi- 
dents would begin their terms June 
1 instead of July 1. This new sche- 
dule, said the spokesman, would 
give these officers a longer period 
to familiarize themselves with 
their duties and problems before 
school starts. 

The proposed new constitution 
was submitted to the Daily by 
Michael Johnson and Linda 
Feldman, on behalf of the 
Committee for a New Constitution.

According to com- 
mittee chairman Steve Rcislcr, the 
committee will call as witnesses 
those people who have admitted 
being at the scene of allegedly ir- 
responsible actions by members of 
the Radio McGill staff to clarify 
these allegations. 

Testimony from other witnesses 
about the general operations of 
Radio McGill during the past 



several years will also be heard, 
Rcislcr said. 

Council closed down Radio 
McGill Thursday night and estab- 
lished the committee to study 
charges against the station made in 
a report by External Vice-Presi- 
dent Earle Taylor. 

The committee has since recom- 
mended that the station be 
reopened, but that the five Radio 
McGill staff members named in 
Taylor's report be banned from the 
station and have all special privi- 
leges revoked until after the alle- 
gations-brought against them arc 
cleared up.

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Proposed Amended Constitution 

of the Students' Society of McGill University 



The following amendments 
have been submitted by Michael 
Johnson and Linda Feldman, on 
behalf of the Committee for a 
New Constitution to replace the 
present constitution. 

Attention is drawn to Article 
XVII of the present constitu- 
tion, particularly paragraph (3]: 
"The proposed amendment shall 
be published in the McGill Daily 
at least two weeks prior to such 
a meeting [an Open Meeting of 
the Students' Societyl" 



Article I — 
Name ^ 

The Students' Society of McGill 
University. 

Article II — 
Objects 

1) To, group the students regis- 
tered in McGill University and to 
represent their educational, cul- 
tural, and general interest and also 
to promote the general welfare of 
the McGill community and reflect 
the international character of Mc- 
Gill University. 

2) To promote the participation 
of students in all the governing bo- 
dies in the University that directly 
affect their welfare. 

3) To exercise control of Stu- 
dents' Society activities. 

4) To do all such things as arc in- 
cidental or conducive to the attain- 
ment of the above objects, subject 
to tho University Statutes and the 
jurisdiction of Senate. 

Article Ill- 
Membership 

1) All students registered in Mc- 
Gill University shall be members of 
the Students' Society, except the 
following: 

a) Students governed by the 
constitution of the Macdonald Col- 
lege Students' Society. 

b) Students registered in the 
Faculty of Graduate Studies and 
Research who are non-resident 
students or full-time members of 
the teaching staff. 

c) Students registered in the 
Centre for Continuing Education. 

2) Partial students taking less 
than eighteen (18) credits per an- 
num or its equivalent shall have all 
the privileges of mcmbershiip ex- 
cept that they may not be members 
of the Students' Council. 



Article IV- 
Officers 

1) The Officers of the Students' 
Society shall be a President, a 
Vice-President (Internal Affairs), a 
Vice-President (University Af- 
fairs), a Vice-President (External 
Affairs), a Finance Director, a 
Speaker, a Deputy Speaker, a 
Secretary-Treasurer, and a Comp- 
troller. 

2) Duties: 

a) The President shall be chief 
executive officer of the Students' 
Society. He shall be chairman of the 
Executive Committee. He may de- 
legate such executive powers as he 
may deem necessary, and shall su- 
pervise the work of the office staff. 
He shall represent the Students' 
Society on all official occasions. 

b) The Vice-President (Inter- 
nal Affairs) shall perform the du- 
ties of thp President in the absence 
of the latter. He shall be respon- 
sible to the Students' Council for 
the operation of the University 
Centre building and of such other 
services as the Students' Society 
may from time to time establish. 

c) The Vice-President (Uni- 
versity Affairs) shall be respon- 
sible to the Students' Council for 
relations with McGill University 
and for the educational affairs of 
the Students' Society. 

d) The Vice-President (Ex- 
ternal Affairs) shall be responsible 
to the Students' Council for rela- 
tions with student organizations 
external to the Students' Society, 
with governments and with the 
general public, and for student 
welfare outside the University, in 
particular employment and hou- 
sing. 

e) The Finance Director shall 
be responsible to the Students' 
Council for reporting on the finan- 
cial affairs of the Students' Society, 
for assisting in the preparation of 
budgets for the consideration of the 
Students' Council, and for the pre- 
sentation of budgets to the Stu- 
dents' Council. He shall apply such 
policies and supervise such audi- 
ting procedures regarding the fin- 
ancial affairs of the Students' So- 
ciety as the Students' Council may 
establish. 

f) The Speaker shall preside at 
all meetings of the Students' So- 
ciety and of the Students' Council. 
He shall perform duties similar to 
those of the Speaker of the House 
of Commons, except that he shall 
have no vote. The Deputy Speaker 
shall perform such duties in the 
absence of the Speaker. 

g) The Secretary-Treasurer 
shall be the custodian of all records, 
documents, ledgers, and receipts of 
any nature whatsoever belonging 
to or dealing with the affairs of the 



Students' Society. He shall be the 
Secretary of the Students' Council 
and of its Executive Committee. He 
shall supervise all disbursements 
in accordance with Article X (2) 
below. 

h) The Comptroller shall be in 
charge of all receipts and disburse- 
ments. 

Article V — 
Committees 

1) The following School and Fa- 
culty Societies represent the- con- 
stituent parts of the Students' So- 
ciety and shall be Regular Commit- 
tees of the Students' Society: 

a) The Architectural Under- 
graduate Society. 

b) The Arts and Science Un- 
dergraduate Society. 

c) The Dental Students' So- 
ciety. 

d) The Education Under- 
graduate Society. 

e) The Engineering Under- 
graduate Society. 

f) The Law Undergraduate 
Society. 

g) The Management Under- 
graduate Society. 

h) The Medical Students' So- 
ciety. 

i) The Music Undergraduate 
Society. - 

j) The Nursing Undergraduate 
Society. 

k) The Physical and Occupa- 
tional Therapy Undergraduate So- 
ciety. 

I) The Post-Graduate Stu- 
dents' Society, which shall include 
those members of the Students' 
Society who are pursuing the Dip- 
loma in Education. 

m) The Theological Under- 
graduate Society. 

2) The Regular Committees shall 
be responsible to their respective 
members for. promoting their edu- 
cational, cultural and general in- 
terest. They shall be the main re- 
cognized media between their 
membership and the governments 
of the corresponding regular com- 
mittees. 

3) All other student organiza- 
tions shall be Standing Committees 
of the Students' Society. 



Article VI - 



Fees 



1) Members of the Regular Com- 
mittees listed under Article V (1) 
above the majority of whose stu- 
dents are candidates for their first 
university degree or diploma shall 
be required to pay an annual fee of 
twenty-four dollars ($24.00) to the 
Students' Society. 



2) All other members of the Stu- 
dents' Society shall be required to 
pay an annual fee of fourteen dol- 
lars and fifty cents ($14.50) to the 
Students' Society, except partial 
students taking less than eighteen 
(18) credits per annum or its 
equivalent, who shall be required 
to pay an annual fee of ten dollars 
($10.00) to the Students' Society. 

3) Such fees shall be subject loan 
annual adjustment in accordance 
with annual changes in the Con- 
sumer Price Index compiled by 
Statistics Canada. The basis for 
this adjustment shall be the first 
such statistic announced by Statis- 
tics Canada in each calendar year, 
and any required adjustment shall 
become effective in the succeeding 
fiscal year of the Students' Society. 

4) The above sums shall be col- 
lected by the McGill University 
Cashier with the regular tuition 
fees. 

5) The Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Students' Society shall receive 
these fees from McGill University 
and deposit them with a chartered 
bank or with the University. 

6) Members of the Regular Com- 
mittees listed under Article V (1) 
above shall also pay an annual fee 
to their respective Committee, as 
determined by a referendum, to be 
collected by the McGill University 
Cashier with the regular tuition 
fees. The Secretary-Treasurer of 
the Students' Society shall receive 
these fees from McGill University 
and transfer them to the Regular 
Committee concerned in accor- 
dance with Article X (3) below. 



Article VÏÏ - 
Students 9 Council 

1) The governing authority of the 
Students' Society shall be vested in 
the Students' Council.' It shall be 
the main recognized medium be- 
tween the Students' Society and 
both the University and the gener- 
al public. 

2) The Students' Council shall be 
composed of: 

a) The President of the Stu- 
dents' Society. 

b) The Vice-President (In- 
ternal Affairs) of the Students' So- 
ciety. 

c) The Vice-President (Uni- 
versity Affairs) of the Students' 
Society. 

d) The Vice-President (Exter- 
nal Affairs) of the Students' So- 
ciety. 

c) One representative for 
every Electoral Unit or part there- 
of from each Regular Committee of 
the Students' Society. Each fiscal 
year the speaker shall determine 
from officiai registration figures 
the number of members of the Stu- 



dents' Society. The Electoral Unit 
shall be calculated by dividing this 
number of members of the Stu- 
dents' Society by a figure that is 
the sum of the number of Regular 
Committees plus two. The Speaker 
shall then determine from official 
registration figures the number of 
representatives corresponding to 
each of the Regular Committees 
" listed under Article V (1) above. 
Notwithstanding possible fluctua- 
tions in enrollment, these alloca- 
tions shall stand until superseded 
by a similar determination made 
the succeeding year. In the case of 
the Regular Committee listed, 
under Article V (1) (b) above, the 
number of representatives regis- 
tered in one Faculty shall not 
exceed the number of representa- 
tives registered in the other Fa- 
culty by more than two. 

f) The Editor-in-Chief of the 
McGill Daily, who shall be a parti- 
cipating but non-voting member. 

g) The Finance Director of the 
Students' Society, who shall be a 
participating but non-voting mem- 
ber, unless he be an elected mem- 

- bcr of the Students' Council from 
one of the categories (a) to (e) 
above. 

h) The President of the Inter- 
national Students' Association, 
who shall be a participating but 
non-voting member. 

i) One representative elected 
by those members of the Students' 
Society residing in the McGill Uni- 
versity Residences, who shall be a 
participating button-voting mem- 
ber. 

The election of Representatives 
to -the Students' Council shall be 
conducted in accordance with Ar- 
ticles XI and XII below. 

3) Meetings shall be on such days 
and at such hours as the President 
may deem fit, unless otherwise 
specified by the Students' Council. 
The Secretary-Treasurer shall give 
the members individual notice at 
least forty-eight (48) hours before 
each meeting. Two-thirds of those 
students who are voting members 
of the Students' Council shall con- 
stitute a quorum. A meeting shall 
be called by the Secretary-Trea- 
surer upon receipt of a written re- 
quest signed by a majority of the 
voting members of the Students' 
Council. The Students' Council may 
delegate its authority to a Summer 
Committee of the Students' Council 
t o take interim decisions, subject to 
later ratification by the full Stu- 
dents' Council. 

4) All meetings of the Students' 
Council and its committees shall be 
open to observers, unless the 
members present at such meeting 
decide to hold the meeting or a part 
thereof in camera by a two-thirds 
majority vote. In such a case, the 
particular reason for that decision 
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shall be announced. All aK<-'nda and 
^ notices of the time and place of 
meetings shall be made public in 
advance. The minutes of meetings 
of the Students' Council shall be 
posted in their entirety on School 
and Faculty notice boards, except 
for sections of minutes recording 
discussions held in camera. 

5) Committees chosen by the 
Students' Council may from time to 
lime be appointed to consider or 
execute such business as it is the 
duty of the Students' Council to 
perform. Any such committee shall 
be responsible to the Students' 
Council through the President or 
one of the Vice-Presidents, as de- 
termined by the Students' Council. 

6) The Students' Council shall be 
responsible for the management 
and control of the McGill Daily 
through the Editor-in-Chief. Not- 
withstanding the foregoing, the 
McGill Daily shall be free to ex- 
press whatever opinion it chooses 
in its editorial columns, except that 
no editorial shall express or imply 
any but a neutral attitude in dis- 
cussing any election of student re- 
presentatives. 

7) In accordance with the Uni- 
versity Statutes, the Students' 
Council shall be responsible for the 
election or appointment of 
Students' Society representatives 
to the University Senate and Board 
of Governors and such committees 
as they may from time to time 
establish. Such representatives 
shall report to the Students' Coun- 
cil through the Vice-President 
(University Affairs). 

Article VIII - 
Executive Com- 
mittee of the 
Students' Council 

1 ) The executive authority of the 
Students' Council shall be vested in 
the Executive Committee. 

2) The Executive Committee 
shall consist of the following mem- 
bers: ' 

a) The President of the Stu- 
dents' Society. 

b) The Vice-President (Inter- 
nal Affairs) of the Students' So- 
ciety. 

c) The Vice-President (Uni- 
versity Affairs) of the Students' 
Society. 

d) The Vice-President (Exter- 
nal Affairs) of the Students' So- 
ciety. 

e) The Finance Director of the 
Students' Society. 

f) The Editor-in-Chief of the 
McGill Daily. 

3) The Executive Committee 
shall meet at least once a week 
during the academic year of the 
University. 

4) The Executive Committee 
shall be responsible to the Stu- 
dents' Council through the Presi- 
dent of the Students' Society. 

Article In- 
judicial Board 

1) A committee composed of the 
President of the Students' Society, 
the Dean of the Faculty of Law, the 
President of the Law Undergradu- 
ate Society, and one member of the. 
Students' Council named by the. 
Students' Council shall appoint 
seven (7) students to a body to be 



known as the Judicial Board of the 
Students' Society. The members of 
the Judicial Board shall be chosen 
on the basis of their academic 
standing and knowledge of student 
affairs from among the members of 
the Students' Society who shall 
have completed two years of a uni- 
versity program in Law or Juris- 
prudence on the date that they as- 
sume office; but no elected officer 
of the Students' Society or its 
Regular Committees shall be eli- 
gible for appointment to the Judi- 
cial Board. The members of the 
Judicial Board shall be appointed 
annually between the seventh day 
of March and the thirtieth day of 
March, subject to confirmation by 
the Students' Council. They shall 
take office on the first day of June 
and shall have a tenure of twelve 
months. They shall elect a Chief 
Justice from among their number, 
who shall act as Chairman. In the 
event of a resignation or vacancy, a 
replacement shall be selected 
within twenty-one days, the pro- 
cedure of selection being similar to 
that used in the case of regular se- 
lection. The replacement so selec- 
ted shall hold office until the end of 
the fiscal year as shall the other 
members of the Judicial Board. 

2) The Judicial Board shall have 
the power to summon and hear any 
member of the Students' Society 
regarding any alleged violation of 
the regulations of the Students' 
Society, as specified in the Judicial 
By-Laws of the Students' Society. 

3) The Judicial Board shall con- 
duct its proceedings according to 
the Judicial By-Laws of the Stu- 
dents' Society. 

4) Individuals or bodies may ap- 
pear before the Judicial Board 
through counsel. The Law Under- 
graduate Society shall appoint four 
students whom any individual or 
body may consult as counsel to seek 
advice and/or plead their case. 

5) Every member of the Stu- 
dents' Society and every student 
organization shall have the right to 
petition the Judicial Board, by way 
of a letter to the Chairman, seeking 
a hearing on any question con- 
cerning an alleged violation of the 
regulations of the Students' So-' 
cicty by any member or organiza- 
tion, or concerning the interpreta- 
tion of the Constitution of the Stu- 
dents' Society or the legislation of 
the Students' Society. 

6) The Judicial Board shall be the 
final authority on the interpreta- 
tion of the Constitution and regula- 
tions of the Students' Society, and 
its decisions on these matters shall 
be binding upon the parties or or- 
ganizations concerned except that 
if disciplinary sanctions are im- 
posed, the parties or organizations 
concerned shall have the right of 
appeal to the University Senate. 

Article X — 
Finances 

1) All Committees as defined in 
Article V requesting Students' So- 
ciety money from the Students' 
Council shall be required to submit 
a tentative budget to the Finance 
Director of the Students' Society. 
No such committee shall receive 
funds unless its budget has been 
approved by the Students' Council. 

2) All cheques drawn against the 
Students' Society account shall be 
signed by the Secretary-Treasurer 
and countersigned by the Comp- 
troller or his alternate, The Secre- 



tary-Treasurer shall first satisfy 
himself that the expenditure has 
been authorized in the budget ap- 
proved by the Students' Council. 

3) All funds referred to under 
•Article VI (6) shall be transferred 
to the Regular Committee for 
which they were collected upon re- 
ceipt by the Secretary-Treasurer 
from that Committee of: 

a) the official auditor's report 
for the preceding fiscal year. 

b) a budget for the 
forthcoming fiscal year. 

4) An annual financial statement 
for the past fiscal year of the Stu- 
dents' Society and the various 
Committees under its control shall 
be published in the McGill Daily 
before the fifteenth day of Novem- 
ber. 

5) The accounts of the Students' 
Society and its Regular Commit- 
tees shall be audited annually by 
accountants sanctioned by the 
University. 

Article XI- 
Electionof 
Officers 

1) The President shall be elected 
annually between the twenty-se- 
cond day of February and the 
seventh day of March by a ballot of 
all members of the Students' So-, 
cicty. Candidates for the position 
shall be nominated by any one 
hundred (100) members of the Stu- 
dents' Society. Such nominations 
shall be presented in writing to the 
Secretary-Treasurer at least ten 
(10) days before the date of the 
election and published in the McGill 
Daily at least seven (7) days before 
the date of the election/Should only 
one person be nominated for the 
position at the date set for' the 
closing of nominations, the date for 
the closing of nominations shall be 
extended forty-eight (48) hours, 
and notice thereof published in the 
McGill Daily. 

2) The Vice-Presidents shall be 
elected annually between the 
twenty-second day of February 
and the seventh day of March by a 
ballot of all members of the Stu- 
dents' Society. Candidates for 
these positions shall be nominated 
by any fifty (50) members of the 
Students' Society. Such nomina- 
tions shall be presented in writing 
to the Secretary-Treasurer at least 
ten (10) days before the date of the 
election and published in the McGill 
Daily at least seven (7) days before 
the date of the election. 

3) The Speaker and the Deputy 
Speaker shall be appointed annual- 
ly between the seventh day of 
March and the thirtieth day of 
March by the Students' Council 
upon the recommendation of the 
Judicial Board. 

4) The Finance Director shall be 
appointed annually between the 
fifteenth day of January and the 
thirty-first day of January by the 
President in accordance with ap- 
plication procedures established by 
the Students' Council and subject 
to confirmation by the Students' 
Council. 

5) Terms of. Office: 

' a) The President and the Vice- 
Presidents shall take office at the 
beginning of the fiscal year, the 
first day of June, and shall have a 
tenure of twelve (12) months. In 
the event of a resignation or va- 
cancy, the Students' Council shall 
decide on a date for the election of a 



successor within twenty-one (21) 
days, the procedure of election 
beingsimilartothat in the case of a 
regular election, and the successor 
so elected shall hold office until the 
end of the fiscal year. 

b) The Speaker and the 
Deputy Speaker shall take office at 
the beginning of the fiscal year, the 
first day of June, and shall have a 
tenure of twelve (12) months. In 
the event of a resignation or va- 
cancy, a successor shall be selected 
within fourteen (14) days, the pro- 
cedure of selection being similar to 
that used in the case of regular 
selection. 

c) The Finance Director shall 
take office on the first day of Feb- 
ruary and shall have a tenure of 
twelve (12) months. In the event of 
a resignation or vacancy, a succes- 
sor shall be selected within 
twenty-one (21) days, the proce- 
dure of selection being similar to 
that used in the case of regular 
selection. Until such time as a suc- 
cessor may be chosen, the Presi- 
dent shall appoint a member of the 
Students' Council to serve as Ac- 
ting Finance Director. 

6) The election of Officers of the 
Students' Society shall be conduc- 
ted in accordance with the Elec- 
toral By-Laws of the Students' So- 
ciety. A Chief Returning Officer 
shall be appointed by the Students' 
Council and his decisions concer- 
ning interpretation of the Electoral 
By-Laws shall be final, except that 
they shall be subject to appeal to 
the Judicial Board. 

7) No publication by a Regular 
Committee of the Students' Society 
or published with the funds of a 
Regular Committee shall express 
or imply any but a neutral attitude 
in discussing any election of stu- 
dent representatives. 

8) The Secretary-Treasurer and 
the Comptroller shall be salaried 
employees of the Students' So- 
ciety. They shall not be members of 
the Students' Society. The 
continuation of their employment 
shall be subject to review by the 
Students' Council. In the event of 
termination of their employment, 
at least four (4) weeks' notice in 
writing shall be given. 

Article XII — . 
Election of 
Representatives 
to the Students' 
Council 

1) Representatives to the Stu- 
dents' Council from the constitu- 
encies described under Articles 
V(l) and VII.. (2)(e) above shall be 
elected annually between the 
twentieth day of November and the 
tenth day of December by the 
members of the respective con- 
stituencies, except that Represen- 
tatives from the constituency de- 
fined under Article V (1)(1) above 
shall be elected annually between 
the twenty-second day of February 
and the seventh day of March. 

2) Subject to Article 111(2) above, 
any student in the constituency 
shall be eligible for election to the 
Students' Council. Nomination pa- 
pers must be signed by twenty-five 
(25) members of the constituency 
or twenty-five percent (25%) of the 
membership of the constituency, 
whichever is less. Such papers 
must be in the hands of the 
Secretary-Treasurer of the Stu- 
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dents' Society at least ten (10) days 
before the date of the election and 
shall be published in the McGill 
Daily at least seven (7) days before 
the dale of the election. 

3) Voting shall be by a ballot of all 
the members of the respective 
constituency. In accordance with 
Article VII (2)(e) above, a student 
may vote to elect one Representa- 
tive for each Electoral Unit or part 
thereof allocated to the constitu- 
ency. 

4) Such elections shall be con- 
ducted by the Chief Returning Of- 
ficer of the Students' Society in ac- 
cordance with the Electoral By- 
Laws of the Students' Society. 

5) All Representatives to the 
Students' Council from the con- 
stituencies defined under Articles 
V(l) and VII (2)(e) above shall be 
office on the first day of January 
and shall have a tenure of twelve 
months, except that the Represen- 
tatives from the constituency de- 
fined under Article V (1)0) above 
shall take office on the first day of 
June and shall have a tenure of 
twelve months. In the event of a- 
resignation or vacancy, the Stu- 
dents' Council shall decide on a date 
for the election of a successor 
within twenty-one (21) days, the 
procedure of election being similar 
to that in the case of a regular elec- 
tion, and the successor so elected 
shall hold office for the remainder 
of that term. 

6) The Representative described 
under Article VII (2)(i) above shall 
be elected in a similar manner to 
that described under paragraphs 
(2) to (5) above, except that he shall 
be elected annually between the 
first day of October and the 
twenty-first day of October. He 
shall take office on the date of the 
first meeting of the Students' 
Council following his election and 
he shall hold this position until such 
time as the election of a Represen- 
tative from this constituency may 
be held the succeeding year. In the 
event of a resignation or vacancy, a 
successor shall be elected in a 
similar manner to that described 
above. 

7) All Representatives to the 
Students' Council shall be 
members of the constituency from 
which they are elected. In the 
event that a Representative ceases 
to be a member of the constituency . 
from which he has been elected, his 
position shall be deemed vacant. 

Article XHI - 
Legislative 
Authority 

1 ) Legislation may be enacted by 
the Students' Council, by Open 
Meetings of the Students' Society, 
and by referenda of the members of 
the Students' Society to achieve 
the Objects of the Students' So- 
ciety as described in Article II 
above. Without prejudice to the- 
foregoing, the Students' Society 
may establish By-Laws to govern 
certain of its procedures. The es- 
tablishment, amendment, or an- 
nulment of By-Laws of the Stu- 
dents' Society shall require pre- 
vious notice and a two-thirds af- 
firmative vote. 

2) A decision of an Official Open 
Meeting of the Students' Society 
shall supersede any decision of the 
Students' Council where the latter 
is inconsistent with the former. 

3) A decision taken by a re-

ferendum of the members of the 
Students' Society as defined in 
Article XVI (3) below shall super- 
sede any decision of the Students' 
Council or of an Open Meeting of 
the Students' Society where either 
of the latter two is inconsistent 
with the former. 

4) Notwithstanding any pro- 
vision contained in the Articles 
above, an Official Open Meeting of 
the members of the Students' 
Society or a referendum of the 
members of the Students' Society 
as defined in Article XVI (3) below 
shall have the power to determine 
any matter with respect to which 
the Students' Council has the au- 
thority to take a decision. 

Article XIV - 
Impeachment 

. 1) An Extraordinary Open 
Meeting of the Students' Society 
for the purpose of bringing Im- 
peachment Proceedings against an 
elected Officer of the Students' 
Society or against the Speaker or 
the Deputy Speaker or against a 
member of the Judicial Board or 
against the Finance Director, un- 
less the latter is an elected Repre- 
sentative to the Students' Council, 
in which, case the procedure des- 
cribed under paragraph (2) below 
shall apply, shall be called by the 



President upon receipt of Articles 
of Impeachment signed by one 
thousand (1,000) members of the 
Students' Society on seven (7) days 
notice. The Articles of Impeach- 
ment shall be recorded in the 
McGill Daily by the President. The 
Speaker shall act as Chairman of 
such an Extraordinary Open 
Meeting, unless the Impeachment 
Proceedings are brought against 
him, in which case the Deputy 
Speaker shall act as Chairman. Six 
hundred (600) members of the 
Students' Society shall constitute a 
quorum. An affirmative vote of 
two-thirds shall be required for 
removal from .office. 

2) Representatives to the 
Students' Council from the con- 
stituencies described under Ar- 
ticles V (1) and VII (2)(e) and VII 
(2)(i) above may be impeached by 
their constituents in accordance 
with the following procedure: An 
extraordinary Open Meeting of the 
members of such a constituency for 
the purpose of bringing Impeach- 
ment Proceedings against a Re- 
presentative of that constituency 
shall be called by the President of 
the Students' Society upon receipt 
of Articles of Impeachment signed 
by either five hundred (500) or 
one-third of the members of that 
constituency, whichever is less, on 
seven (7) days notice. The Articles 
of Impeachment shall be recorded 
in the McGill Daily by the Presi- 
dent. The Speaker shall act as 
Chairman of such an Extraordinary 
Open Meeting. Three hundred 
(300) or one-third of the students in 



that constituency, whichever is 
less, shall constitute a quorum. An 
affirmative vote of two-thirds shall 
be required for removal from 
office. 

3) The elected Officers of Regu- 
lar Committees of the Students' 
Society may be impeached by their 
constituents'in accordance with the 
procedures specified in the Con- 
stitutions of those Regular Com- 
mittees. Should no such procedures 
be specified, the procedure des- 
cribed in paragraph (2) above shall 
apply. 

4) Any student removed from an 
elected office by Impeachment 
Proceedings may be a candidate in 
the election to fill the vacancy 
caused by his removal.

1) A Regular Open Meeting shall 
be called by the President on three 
weeks' notice at least once in each 
term to conduct any business of the 
Students' Society. 

2) An Emergency Open Meeting 
may be called by the President on 
three days' notice. For the pur- 
poses of this Article, three days' 
notice shall be interpreted to ex- 
clude Saturdays, Sundays, and 
holidays recognized by the Uni- 
versity. 

3) A Special Open Meeting shall 
be called by the President at the 
written request of three hundred 
(300) members of the Students' 
Society on three days' notice given 
in the McGill Daily. Initial motions 
to be presented at a Special Open 
Meeting shall be recorded by the 
President in the McGill Daily at the 
same time as such notice of the 
Special Open Meeting is published. 

4) At each of the above meetings, 
three hundred (300) members shall 
constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business. An Unof- 
ficial Open Meeting is one for which 
there is no quorum present. 

5) An Official Open Meeting of 
the Students' Society shall have 
the power to put any question to a 
referendum and to determine the 
wording of the ballot and the date 
or dates the referendum shall be 
conducted. The Chief Returning 
Officer of the Students' Society 
shall hold the referendum accor- 
dingly. 

6) An Extraordinary Open 
Meeting of the Students' Society, 
solely for the purpose of bringing 



Impeachment Proceedings against 
an elected Officer of the Students' 
Society or against the Speaker or 
the Deputy Speaker or against a 
member of the Judicial Board or 
against the Finance Director, shall 
be held under the terms and in 
accordance with the procedure 
described in Article XIV (1) above. 

7) The Authority on procedure at 
meetings of the Students' Society 
shall be the most recent edition of 
ROBERTS' RULES OF ORDER. 



Article XVI - 
Referenda 

1) Before a referendum can be 
held, an Open Meeting of the 
Students' Society must first have 
been called to consider the specific 
question to be covered by the re- 
ferendum. If a quorum is not 
présentas defined in Article XV (4) 
above, the assembly shall consti- 
tute an Unofficial Open Meeting to 
discuss the question. 

2) The Students' Council may 
hold a referendum on any or all of 
the questions that were discussed 
at an Official or Unofficial Open 
Meeting of the Students' Society. 

3) For any referendum to be of 
effect, at least twenty percent 
(20%) of the members of the Stu- 
dents' Society must vote. 

4) Referenda shall be conducted 
by the Chief Returning Officer of 
the Students' Society. 

Article XVII - 
Amendment 

1) This Constitution may be 
amended only by an affirmative 
vote of two-thirds of a referendum 
of the Students' Society. For pur- 
poses of this clause, invalid ballots 
shall not be taken into account. 

2) A proposed amendment shall 
be put to a referendum if and only if 
two hundred (200) votes or a ma- 
jority of the votes, whichever is 
greater, have been so cast at an 
Official or Unofficial Open Meeting 
of the Students' Society. 

3) A proposed amendment shall 
be published in the McGill Daily at 
least two weeks prior to such an 
Open Meeting. 

4) A proposed sub-amendment 
shall be published in the McGill 
Daily at least one week prior to 
such an Open Meeting. A proposed 
sub-amendment shall apply only to 
the same section or sections of the 
Article affected by the amendment 
proposed in the preceding week. 



5) In the event that the McGill 
Daily is not being published, the 
requirements of this Article, as 
well as those of Articles X. XI, XII, 
XIV. XV and XVI, shall be met by 
publishing the relevant statement 
or statements in Public Address. 

6) A proposed amendment or 
sub-amendment must be submitted 
in writing to the Secretary-Trea- 
surer of the Students' Society and 
must be signed by at least ten (10) 
members of the Students' Society. 

7) A proposed amendment shall 
be put to a referendum within two 
weeks after two hundred (200) 
votes or a majority of the votes, 
whichever is greater, have been so \ 
cast at an Official or Unofficial 
Open Meeting of the Students' So- 
ciety. 

8) An amendment will not 
become effective until it has been 
approved by the University. 

Article XVIII- 
Transition 

1) Notwithstanding any above 
provisions to the contrary, the 
transition of the Students' Society 
to its new composition as specified 
under the above Articles shall pro- 
ceed as follows: 

a) Those Officers of the Stu- 
dents' Society and Representatives 
to the Students' Council who as- 
sumed office on July 1, 1973, under 
the Constitution then in effect, 
shall continue to hold office until 
the beginning of the new fiscal year 
on June 1, 1974. 

b) The student who holds the 
position of Finance Director at the 
lime this Amended Constitution is 
approved by the University shall 
continue to hold that position until 
January 31, 1975, or the end of his 
term of office, whichever is the 
first. Those students who were ap- 
pointed to be members of the 
Judicial Board in September, 1973, 
shall continue to hold office until 
the beginning of the new fiscal year 

on June 1, 1974. < 

c) Where vacancies are crea- 
ted under the Articles above by the 
establishment of new offices and 
positions, said vacancies shall be 
filled in the manner specified in the 
event of ordinary resignation or 
vacancy above. Notwithstanding 
any other provision of this 
Amended Constitution, such va- 
cancies shall be filled within a 
period of thirty (30) days from the 
approval of this Amended Consti- 
tution by the University. - 

2) This entire Article shall be 
deleted from the Constitution on 
June 1. 1974.

Who will miss the gaieties of 
Marc Tardif, who while with the 
Habs, got used to taking his annual 
vacation in the months of January 
and February, the bone-jarring 
checks of Rejean Houle or the 
scoring ability of Dale Hoganson, 
who looked like he had two speeds 
on the ice, slow and stop. 

Another face which will be 
missing from the Habs' line-up is 
that of our illustrious grad, Ken 
Dryden. While the other three 
ex-Habs have all played out their 
contracts with the "Bleu-Blanc- 
Rouge, Dryden will not, and is 
sitting out the last year of his 
contract in Toronto. Rumours 
persist that he will sign with the 
Toronto Toros of the WHA as soon 
as his Canadiens' contract expires. 

Needless to say, the manage- 
ment of Les Canadiens is quite 
concerned about all this. We 
managed to interview a member of 
the Habs management as he was on 
the way down from the top floor of 
Place Ville Marie. When the 
Dryden situation was mentioned to 
him, his only reply was, "What, me 
worry?" Why should he worry? He 
was just about to hit the ground. 

When Dryden asked for a 
renegotiated contract, the Habs 
refused his salary demands, on the 
grounds that it was not their policy 
to renegotiate contracts. Last 
Saturday night, however, they did 
exactly that with Jacques Le maire. 
They also offered Dryden 
$175,000, a sum which he turned 
down. It's hard to feel sorry for 
someone who turns down that kind 
of money. 

As we see it, Dryden could have 
at least had the common decency to 
play out the rest of his contract. 
What he did amounts to stabbing 
Les Canadiens in the back, even 
though the Habs may have given 
him the knife by initially refusing 
to discuss the renegotiation with 
him. -

Frankly, the whole 
inflated salary situation in pro 
hockey makes us want to throw 
away our official Gordie Howe jock 
straps. 

How much will the loss of Le 
Grand Ken hurt the Habs? Last 
year it was evident that Dryden 
played a major part in a great many 
of the Habs' victories, and his loss 
leaves a large (tall?) gap to be 
filled. The three men who will try 
to fill it, are all inexperienced, and 
none are considered All-Star 
material. Put it this way, would 
you entrust the sacred job of 
goaltending to a guy named 
Bunny? Although the loss of Dale 
Hoganson will surely strengthen 



the defence (in fact, the defection of 
Hoganson is the best thing to 
happen to the blueline corps since 
J.C. Superstar left for Quebec), it 
is obvious that the Habs will have 
to tighten up considerably in view 
of the loss of their number one 
goaltender. 

We repeat, we cannot condone 
Dryden for what he is doing. There 
is no excuse for not honouring a 
signed contract. If Dryden had a 
horrible season last year, would 
the Habs disregard his contract, 
and do to him what he is doing to 
them? We don't think so. 
Wherever he goes to play, it is our 
hope that Dryden gets the money 
he wants. Maybe then, he'll be able 
to buy some scruples with it. 

But shed no tears, McGill 
students, for even though Les 
Canadiens have apparently lost 
Dryden, there is still some hope for 
Montreal. If next year, each stu- 
dent of McGill contributes just 
$8.00 from his tuition, we can have 
big number 29 back where he 
belongs, — in the glorious red and 
white of our Redmen. And then,
